Reference 9 discloses an invention fta, relates to an obsenrafion device for military 
vebic.es comprising a cupoia ,0 provided wift a, leas, one episcope 22. in order to improve 
observation conditions and to have an improved device which is simple, inexpensive and 
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which can be installed in many existing vehicles, the cupola 10 is mounted in a rotary 
manner on the vehicle 12, such that it can rotate about its axis of symmetry X-X in order to 
follow the movements of an observer's head and the rotation of the cupola is controlled by a 
receiver 14 mounted on the cupola and coupled with a transmitter 20 mounted on the 
observer's helmet.
